A 


N agreement was filed a day or t\\o ago in the Record- 


er s office at Sacramento in v,hich the Stockton and 


Beckwith Pass Railroad Company transferred all of its 
property leal and personal in the State of California to 
the Western Pacific Railway Company 


The tiansfet includes all of the lands and rights of \\ay 


In Stockton, San Joaquin Lassen and Plumas counties 
owned by the former company the consrderation named 
being a large amount of money Also 60 000 shares of fully 
paid capital stock 


It is quite evident by this agreement that these two 


companies have detei mined upon plant, with a. vie v of 
commencing active construction work and pushing the road 
to completion Preliminary surveys and reports of engi- 
neers have already been made of three feasible routes 
through Nevada, one of \\hlch strrkes across the country 
a few miles nor th of Reno 
It is sard that this survey is 


the most practicable owing to the few summits to cross 
and the comparative ease of the grade It is qurte true that 
the proposed route is tht ough an unsettled and compara- 
tively desert country but the advantages of constructing 
a more direct course and a saving in running time are 
consldeied to be of gi eater importance on a through line 
than the possible local tr eight and passenger traffic such a 
road might gain by r u n n i n g through the more thickly and 
cultivated portions of the St^te which as a matter of fact 
could be reached by short feeders to the marn line 


It is not likelv that the promoters have fully decided up- 


on the route as yet nor is il likely that they would inform 
the public even if a decision had been reached but how- 
ever this may be Reno should not stand idly by and by 
reason of laxitj and inclifCei ence lose an opportunity of 
pel haps rnxking htrself a terminal point as well as a rail- 
road center 
This is a mutter which should attract im- 


mediatt attention and it necessny inducements of espec 
ial importance should be at once oltered the Western Pa- 
cific to make Reno one of its dnision points 
The splen- 


did situation of this cit> as a distributing point and the 
advantigas ofleiecl in clim ite an location 
will doubtless 


impiess the piomoteis of this project but there should be 
no delay in calling attention to tl ese facts and urging ev- 
ery possuble reason why their 
m un line should pass
